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Overtine 


Section  1  of  3x9cutive  Order  ¥.o.  9289,  dated  Decem'ber  Z6,  1942, 
provides  that  enoloyees  should  "be  requested  to  vork  in  ezcess 
of  the  officially  estalDlished  hoiors  of  duty  only  if  such  ad- 
ditional v.'ork  is  reo^uired  "by  am  authorized  repr'jsente.tive  of 
the  head  of  the  departraent.     Pursuant  to  this  Section,   the  Sec- 
retary lias  instructed  the  Director  of  the  Food  Distribution 
-•idr.inistration  to  desigi.ate  a  person  or  persons  with  authority 
to  require  such  additional  overtime  v/ork  and  to  authorize  pay- 
ment for  it. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Food  Distribution  Adirdnistration  that 
there  siiall  "be  no  overtir;e  work  "beyond  48  hours  a  '-'eek,  except 
in  cases  of  extreme  urgency.     -To  additional  funds  ca.n  "be  made 
available  for  the  payment  for  such  overtime  ^-'ork  and  conse- 
quently,  these  payments  will  have  to  be  absorbed      thin  the 
present  allocation  of  funds. 

For  such  emergency  situations,  the  Chipfs  of  the  various  Branches 
and  Divisions  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  Regional  Administrators 
for  their  respective  territories  are  hereby  designated  as  the  of- 
ficials of  the  Administration  authorized  to  require  overtime  vrork 
beyond  48  hours  a  veek. 

This  memorandum  is  implemented  by  Personnel  Division  Memorandum 
IIo.  14  outlining  the  -lorocedure  to  be  follo'^ed. 
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
